Grasp the Vise-Grip in one hand as shown, with 
the end of the lever closed down to within 2 Inches 
of the main body. Then, with the other hand, adjust 
the end-screw until the jaws will just slip over the 
work. Now. snap the lever shut and the Jaw's will 
close down on the work with a hold that will not slip. 

HOW TO RELEASE FROM LOCKED 
POSITION 

Hold wrench with a fairly 
strong grasp in one hand, 
with the lever side toward 
the palm. Place the first, 
or first and second, fingers 
of the other hand inside the 
screw-end, and press the 
lever open with the thumb. 
By retaining a fairly strong 
grasp with the first hand, 
the lever is opened wnthout 
dropping the work from the 
jaws. 

HOW TO k DJI ST FOR RATCHET ACTION 

With the jaws over the work, set the adjusting- 
screw so the lever will not quite snap shut —grip the 
wrench, being sure to pull on the lever, not the main 
body. Loosening the hand-grasp opens the wrench 
sufficiently to secure a new hold on the work. 

HOW TO I SE AS PLIERS 

Adjust as for ratchet-action, so the lever does not 
quite snap under when the wrench is applied to the 
work.
